1. Remove 6 Philhps or torx _ 
acrews from bottom of computer. 
2. Gently pry apart computer 
plastic shell halves. 

3. Unplug 3-wire LED 
connector on left side. 

4. Remove ground strap screw 
from keyboard to motherboard. 
S. Carefully unplug the 25 pin 
connector from keyboard to

11. Be very careful not to lose 
the uny grounding spring located 
yost above the + key on the 
numenc keypad. (This msures 
proper grounding of the printed 
crcuit board.) 

12. Place circust board back on 


_ top shell and re-install screws. 


Remember to install all 27 before 
ughtening any. 

13. Resolder wires to keys. 

14. Plug m 25 pin connector. 
15. Install grounding screw and 
tghten. 

16. Plug m 3-wire LED 
connecnion (black wire towards 
back). ‘ 

17. Snap shell halves together. 
18. Enjoy!

One of the best music _ 
programs for the Amiga has been 
DELUXE MUSIC 
CONSTRUCTION SET by 
Electronic Arts. It was first put out 
in 1986 and has been up at the top 
ever since. It has held and 
captured the interest of anyone 
who is interested in writing music 
on the Amiga. This is very 
interesiing indeed when you 
consider it has not been updated in 
ali that ime. However, over the 
years, EA has shipped several 
versions with minor fixes. And 
yet, DMCS works just as well 
under Amiga O$§ as it did under 
1.2. A well constructed piece of 
software by Geoff Brown. 

Well, after all this time, EA is 
about to change DMCS. David 
Joiner, a veteran Amiga 
Programmer has written a 
completely new version of DMCS 
called DELUXE MUSIC I, 
patteming it after Brown’s sixth 
incamation of DMCS for the Mac. 
He will also be adding in a few 
goodies of his own. 

DMU will function similarly 
to DMCS bat works, looks and 
prints differently. It will address 
the néw graphics modes, including 
AGA displays. It will have several 
variety of screens in resoltions that 
include hi-res interlace. The music 
font for DMI is Sonata, similiar in 
design to Adobe’s PostScript 
music font. 

Gone are the measure 
boundaries in the new printing 
process. Tempo can be changed 
and instruments can be changed on 
any note. There is a new 
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MUSIC I 


inshrament management system 
that lets you previes a sound and 
apply changes before you add it to 
the score. 

DMCS, SMUS, CMUS, 
MIDI, and Music-X, all these five 
files can be read by DMIL 

ARexx support is 


incorporated in DMI and a host of 


scripts are provided. You can 
wife your own scripts also. 

Key board shortcut commands, 
user-definable function keys and 
usagé tips accessible via the Help 
Key will be offered. 

Joiner includes a library 
which he hopes will become an 
industry standard when blessed by 
Commodore. It will provide pipes 
for the likes of synchronizing 
music with animation and VCR 
control. He also hopes to offer a 
MIDI Developer’s Kit that will 
make it easy for programmers to 
put such things as MIDI utility 
programs and graphical interfaces 
together. 

DMI will include a | 
freestanding, freely distribatal 
playing program that plays DMII 
scores complete with instrament 
play style. You will no longer 
have to own the program to hear 
the excellent music composed with 


Although some DMCS utility 
programs won't work with if, it 
will well be the trade off. I can't 
wait fo get it. The price and 
upgrade path have yet to be 
determined. It is still being beta 
tested at this time.

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FBI Raid "Rusty & 

Edie’s’ BBS in Ohio 

A Boardman, Ohio, bulletin 
board system called "Rusty & 
Edie’s" was raided recently by the 
FBI. Investigators alleged the 
massive private subscnption system 
illegally distributed copyrighted 
software. 

Assisting in the investigation 
was the Software Publishers 
Association trade group, which later 
said in a statement from 
Washington the agents seized 
computers, hard disk drives and 
telecommunications equipment, as 
well as financial and subscriber 
records. : 

The SPA investigation started 
several months ago, said the 
statement, “following the receipt of 
complaints from a number of SPA 
members that their software was 
being illegally distributed on the - 
Rusty & Edie’s BBS." The group 
said that as part of thar 
investigation, it downloaded 
numerous copyrighted business and 
entertainment programs from the 
BBS. 

_ “Rusty & Edie’s" was 
established in 1987 and is described 
by the SPA as one of the largest 
private BBSes in the country, with 
124 nodes available to callers and 
more than 14,000 subscribers 
throughout the U.S. and several 
foreign countries. 

Said the SPA starement, “To 
date, the board has logged in excess 
of 3.4 million phone calls, with new 
calis coming in at the rate of over 
4,000 per day. (It} had expanded to 
include over 19 gigabytes of storage 
housing over 100,000 files available
